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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE.

NoT much in the way of introduction is wanted to commend the pre- 
sent volume to the reader. It will be found not to fall short of any of 
its predecessors in respect of general interest. That interest is — per- 
haps, more than usually so — of a varied character. But the ope matter 
of surpassing interest in the minds of most Englishmen is connected 
with the times embraced by the period dealt with in the pages of the 
present volume. The Civil War is almost on the country when the 
first Minutes and Orders now coming under our notice were penned. 
As was to be expected, many tokens or premonitions of the coming 
struggle are abundantly apparent to the observant eye. There is an 
evident uneasy expectation in all men's minds ; in some cases even, 
there is more than this. The nature of the contest seems to be more 
or less clearly foreseen. One evidence of this is distinctly disclosed in 
the increasing unwillingness of men to pay the assessments leviable for 
the King's service. The specification of the many and various objects 
and purposes embraced under that general phrase is not without its 
own suggestiveness. Powder, match, and shot, furnishing of the 
common armour, wages to the common soldiers, are matters that speak 
for themselves. And there are many entries more or less of the same 
nature. Among other things to be noted in the present connection are 
the incidental reference to the retreat from the North after the reverse 
at Newbum, and, especially, the two or three more direct statements 
touching the vicinity of the Scottish Army. Nor are the accounts 
given of the depressed and impoverished condition of the district em- 
braced by the Wapentake of Langbarugh without their own claims to 
attention. When we remember what the nature of a great part of the 
country in question still is, and call to mind what it not simply may 
have been, but actually was, at that date, we are well-nigh astounded at 
the magnitude of the assessments which appear to have been imposed, 
and evidently for war purposes. The frequent direct references, more- 
over, to the lawlessness of the times, to the billeting of soldiers in the 
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larger towns, and sometimes even, as it would appear, in the villages of 
the district, help to give us a lively picture of what the general condition 
and circumstances of the country must have been. 

Another group of entries, not very numerous perhaps, but sufficiently 
so to attract attention, is that detailing the applications for relief made 
by men who had been hurt or crippled in the service of the Parliament, 
or the Commonwealth, as it is variously expressed. Possibly it is in the 
same connection still, that we are called on to notice the marked in- 
crease in the amount of offences of a violent, felonious, or, at least, 
larcenous character. There are numerous cases of horse-stealing, 
while those of sheep stealing are fully doubled in comparison with the 
record of any former period. 

Another matter that seems to call for at least passing notice is the 
emergence of detailed evidences of systematized allotment and enclo- 
sure of lands hitherto waste, unimproved, or covered with scrub, the 
remains of what had been, no long time before, a wide-reaching forest. 
Whether such allotment and enclosure proceeded under the authority 
of anything approaching the nature of an Act of Enclosure is a matter 
which is left to conjecture. For all that appears to the contrary, it 
may have been arranged by the mutual consent of the lord of the 
manor, and the free tenants ; and certainly it is noteworthy that, in 
one case, at least, in the present volume, we meet with a case of 
enclosure which appears to have been made simply in virtue of the 
consent of the Lord of the Manor only. 

But any notice of the present kind would fall very much short of its 
purpose, if it were omitted to direct special attention to the Indentures 
of Conveyance, etc. which occupy pp. 126-172 of the present volume. 
They are full of matters of more or less interest, and that interest of a 
varied character. The details that are brought out illustrative of, or 
illustrated by, statements in Mr. Seebohm's book constitute one such 
feature ; and a very cursory inspection of them suffices to show how 
important, for a right understanding of the ancient agricultural system 
of our country, all such notices and statements are. 

The matters of local or philological interest, moreover, involved in 
not a few of these old Indentures are neither few nor unimportant ; 
while the incidental notices connected with members of more than one 
of our old Yorkshire families are certain to arrest attention. Some few 
genealogical or other notices will be found appended in several of 
these instances. 

Perhaps, also, a few lines touching on another topic will be con- 
sidered as by no means superfluous or uncalled-for. I refer to the 
question of Recusancy. It will be at once remarked that the lists 
given are, in reality, of unusual length. This is especially the case 
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with the presentments made in the year 1641. The explanation is not 
very far to seek. More than one of the measures taken or approved 
by the King could not but tend to throw more or less suspicion on the 
professors of the old religion. And, indeed, if we were in any doubt 
or uncertainty touching the motive which underlay these more vigorous 
measures against the general body of North-Riding Recusants, it would 
be at once dispelled by a moment's consideration of the Order given on 
p. 218, viz., that "several warrantes shalbe directed to particuler 
Gentlemen and others his Majesties Officers within the North Riding, 
under the handes and seales of foure Justices of the Peace, for the 
disarmeinge of the Popishe Recusantes within the said North Riding, 
accordinge to the Statute in that case made and provided." 

As to words of local or philological interest occurring in the course 
of the present volume, they will be found to be such, both in number 
and kind, as hardly to rank far behind those in any corresponding list 
in the preceding volumes. 

And now, it only remains for the Editor to express his regret that the 
publication of the second part of the present volume, and consequently 
of the volume itself, has been so long delayed. He has been, for many 
weeks, disabled as to any power of writing, by rheumatism of the hands 
and wrists. The disability thus produced, together with the imperative 
necessity for some short respite from literary labour, too heavy, and too 
long continued without intermission, have rendered such delay, how- 
ever ill-timed, altogether unavoidable.

* See note at the page cited : The nature of the entries on the remaining folios of 
the Bridge Accounts Book, the ps^ination of which commences anew from i to 
12, is different in some respects from all that has preceded in the same volume. Up 
to this point all the records of presentments, sums levied and disbursed, etc, etc, have 
been given in chronological sequence, but from this new p. i the proceedings in con- 
nection with any particular bridge are given together, although the first in order may 
date in 1615 or 1616 and the last not before 1635 ^^ later. After p. 12 is a blank 
leaf, and on the reverse of the following sheet is an alphabetical list of county bridges 
"since Easter 1616." And next and lastly follow four leaves containing what is 
described *' as a particular abstract of the names of such persons as are in arrear *' in 
respect of monies levied for bridge purposes.

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the same : at Helmesley, 11 July, 1620, ;£^io more, and the sum to be 
paid to Will. Robinson, Alderman. At Malton, 3 Oct'., same year, 
ordered that ;£2o more be allowed and paid over as above ; Order 
confirmed at Thirsk 11 April, 162 1.

Morton Bridge. Ordered at Richmond, 13 July, 1618, that all 
that remains of former sums allowed, all the old timber and the new 
timber as now it lieth, and ;^2oo more to be estreated, be given over 
to the Surveyors. At Richmond, 20 July, 16 19, certain money levied 
for the Beacons in Richmondshire to be bestowed for the repair of this 
bridge.

• These women are all described as spinsters, although three of them are married 
\vomen, two of the husbands being labourers and the third a glover. The word 
spinster used in the same way is of perpetual occurrence. As to the offence with 
which these women are charged, the stories which were freely current in this immed- 
iate district not thirty years ago are quite sufficiently illustrative. The Editor has 
had very many told him, with all particulars of place and name, and with the most 
self-evident tokens of implicit faith on the part of the narrator. ** Au'd Wreeghtson 
(Wrightson), or t* wahs (wise) man o* Stowsley (Stokesley) " was, in the majority of 
instances, though by no means exclusively, the enactor of the marvels related. 
Among other stories thus detailed to me was one of the recovery of some weights 
stolen from one of the mills in this parish. The *wise man,* when consulted on the 
matter, told the inquirer he would find them returned the following morning, "all 
clamed wi' ass"; their present place of concealment, he said, being in an ash-pit (ass- 
midden) — ^a statement adequately justified by the event. Another was of a shirt lost 
by a pitman on coming to bank at night. The ' wise man ' in this instance not only 
stated that the shirt would be recovered, but that — a fact the inquirer was ignorant 
of — it had been made by a left-handed seamstress, and that on his return home he 
was to be sure and tell his wife not again to give salt out of the house, as that would 
give scope for the malevolence of witches against her. My informant told me the 
man found his wife had actually given salt out that day. Wrightson was largely con- 
sulted by people, from far and near, in doubtful farriery cases, most of them assumed 
to be due to the malice of the witch : and, whatever else may be said, his sagacity and 
means of accumulating and utilizing local information must have been of an extra- 
ordinary kind. It is worth notice, perhaps, that no record seemed to exist of his ever 
using his supixjsed knowledge or power in mischief to any. He was, on the con- 
trary, the succourer of such as believed themselves to have suffered in that way.

hen-feasts, goose-feasts, or such like to be att his house on the Sundays 
att any tyme of the day, &c. Ordered also that the Justices in each 
division shall hold an annual Special Session between Easter and St 
John Baptist's day, if they see cause, to enquire into abuses committed 
by petty Constables, Churchwardens, Overseers and Ale-conners, the 
Clark of the Peace to hand the lycence to all such as shall be 
licensed &a 

Then follows " A President of warrant to be sent by the Justices to 
the Constables and other officers within every parish and chapelry 
within their several divisions," according to statutes quoted.! This 
occupies nearly the whole of ff. 66*^, 67* ^ and 68, and on [68^] the 
entry continues " this Warrant is to be read in the Church after morning 
Prayer, and the people are to have warning to stay to hear the same, 
and the Constables of everie Chappellrie belonging to the Parish Church 
must imediatelie take coppies of this originall warrant."

The Constables, Churchwardens ahd Ale-conners within every parish 
and chappellrie must make particuler monethly certificates in manner

1. That they have none inhabitting amongst them that do brew 
drinck to sell without lycence, or doe take above one penny for an ale- 
quart of their best drinck, or if they have they must sett downe their 
names and the tymes of the offence comitted. 

2. That they know of noe person that hath sitten tipling in any 
alehowse contrarie unto the law, or if they have they must name 
them &c.

It seems to have 
continued for 15 or 20 years." It has been seen in cases occurring in former volumes of 
this series, that Young's chronology was at fault in respect of some of the alum works 
he mentions. This Slapewath alum-works is on the road to Whitby, and is beyond 
question the one named by Young as above. Whether Lord D'Arcy's family worked 
it is quite another question. Still, the '* person unknown " of the text is a matter of 
some singularity.

being the offenders ; the heirs of Tho. Robinson for the like in the 
same locality; [224-225^] Eight other presentments* like in all parti- 
culars and as touching the same locality ; the inhab^. of Pickall for 
not cleansing &c a water-sewer betwixt the Long Holme and Swainby 
and the strand f leading down to Pickall ; a publican for selling his 
ale at i2d. a gallon ; [226.] the inhab**. of North Otterington for not 
repairing the highway at the passage called Newby Planckes ; those of 
Easingwold for suffering the yate to be down ^nd open called the Leaze 
or New Loaneinge Yate since Michaelmas last, and turneinge the said 
yate unto their own use ; John Gibbens of the New Lodge, gent"., 
within the demesne of the King, laitlie improved in the Forest of 
Galtres by Peter Leonardes, Tho.

across the moors of this district) or of the nature of the interference — posts,^ gateways, 
and dikes (for that is the meaning of ditches, as aboved noted) — but the further and 
more pregnant fact that the enclosures which led to the offence presented, was part of 
a systematic plan and procedure — the land enclosed and '* improved *' had been 
** allotted " to the offender. We cannot but notice the many encroachments presented 
in connection with this Forest of Galtres. 

* The Editor this day (22 Febry., iS86> has passed, in the course of a walk from 
a part of his parish distant, in a direct line, perhaps two miles from his residence, 
four gates of the class referred to in these thirteen entries. A funeral cavalcade 
proceeding from a point just outside his parish to the parish church has passed 
through twelve (inclusive of the four just named). Thirty-five years ago, on passing 
from his residence to a district not more than four miles distant, he had to pass through 
twenty or twenty-one, and this besides some not long before done away with. There 
was, in times near the date of enclosure, a fence between farm and farm, and where 
the line of such fence crossed a road, a gate. 

t The meaning of strand is coast, margin, edge, or border ; and from the connec- 
tion to be inferred from the local name. Long-holme, mentioned with it, this strand 
was a strip or border-land on the verge of the neighbouring stream, or an nndrained 
swamp in still nearer vicinity to the same. 

X bee above, p. 36, note. The word here, no doubt, means a shallow stream 
nmning across, if not partly along, the course of the highway. We have here further 
evidence as to the systematic inclosure or *' improvement " of waste and other lands 
which was now going on.

locality. At a point about two miles to the east of Kilton Mill is a tenement called 
Street Houses, on the line of a straight bit of road to which, beyond question, the 
name is due. The fact that there is a Roman road running from Malton through 
Goathland and by Grosmont to Dunsley, and when lost there still pointing in the 
direction of Kettleness, with the further facts that there was a Roman outport near 
Saltbum to the west, and another at Peak, half way between Whitby and Scar- 
borough, with the more than probability that there was another at or near Kettleness 
as the terminus of the Roman road first named, renders the deduction, not only that 
there was an inner subsidiary or connecting line of road between these several out- 
ports or casira speculatoria^ but that this name Street indicates the line it took in this 
part of the country, an almost irresistible conclusion.

34-37* are taken up with inform", by Kendall, to many of 
which are appended notes, either at the foot or at the side, to the fol- 
lowing eflFect, — ^A. B. appeared, pleads not guilty, wherefore Phil. 
Kendall craves leave from the Court to compound with the said A. B., 
and composition was accordingly made in the presence of the Court 
(for a given sum), half to the Sheriff for the King, and half to the 
Informer. The sums in question vary from 3s. or 4s. to as many 
pounds. The offences are all of the usual kinds^ — ^tracing hares in the 
snow, shooting with a gun, chevisancie, engrossing or forestalling grain, 
butter, etc., buying oxen, etc. On 37** are two notes of petitions, and 
thus, with half a page now and then devoted to petitions, the Volume 
proceeds to f.

The Volume, calendared on p. 91 as Vol. A^ is lettered on the 
back — Minutes and Orders. 1638 to 1674. The present Volume 
(calendared as above) is lettered — Minutes and Orders. 1638 to 
1662 ; and just as the lettering in the former case was misleading, so 
it is also in the present instance. The Minutes of Sessions, etc. 
proceed with moderate regularity to July 1642, and the next entry 
after that date is of Minutes of a Sessions holden at Thirsk in Oct'. 
1643. Then follow two blank pages, and after them a detailed notice, 
as in the Volumes A* to A*, of a General Sessions holden at Thirsk 
in October 1660. Notwithstanding this, the Volumes next in order in 
the series, to be calendared A', A", and A", are severally lettered 

Minutes and Orders, 1645 ^^ '^S^y i^S^ ^o i654> ^^^ 1^55 to 
1659. 

Touching the irregularity in, and subsequently to, the year 1642 
noticed above, the merest recollection of the events then transpiring is 
sufficient to remind one of the inevitable necessity that all civil or 
domestic arrangements must have been unhinged — " that all the foun- 
dations of the earth were out of course " for England at such a time. 
The year 1642 opened with civil war. It was the year of the arrest 
of The Five Members, of the King's threatening visit to the Commons, 
of his exclusion from Hull ; of the question as to the command of 
the Militia; of the battle of Edgehill : while 1643 saw the Civil War 
in full career, the death of Hampden, the battle of Newbury, and the 
Solemn League and Covenant. In 1644 the Oxford Parliament was 
assembled, but that was as nothing, in a local connection, compared 
with the fact that York needed to be " relieved," and with the disas- 
trous battle — ^that of Marston Moor — which followed the relief. These 
two matters alone would be amply sufficient to assure us, k priori, 
that with all the distractions, civil and military, to which the entire 
population of the county would be exposed, with all the occupation 
and pre-occupation of Justices, gentry, yeomen — of, in two words, the 
entire population — a defeasance of the ordinary forms of justice, both 
local and general, must of necessity ensue. And it is to this necessity 
that the fragmentary condition of the Records of Quarter Sessions in 
the North Riding, above alluded to, must of course be referred. 

The present Volume opens with Notice and Minutes of the Sessions 
at Thirsk, holden on the 3rd of April, 1638, precisely coincident with 
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the like Notice and Minutes as given in Vol. A% except only one leaf 
appears to be missing. No pagination remains until f. 6 is reached. 
But there are only four folios, instead of five, extant, anterior to that. 
The two records proceed together, in the same words, but in different 
hands, and with only minor differences of spelling, to the end of the 
entry on f. 3 of A' touching the inhabitants of Topcliffe. In A* this is 
the last entry on the reverse of the second folio. The next folio 
begins abruptly in the Mem. of an information by Kendall against a 
man named Spence, which occupies f. 5** in A% the other six present- 
ments on f. 3'' ^, the Second Pannell, with four presentments following 
being entirely omitted, and the cases of no bill entered in the f. next 
before f. 6. Some informations, in transposed order, are then met 
with, and on 9^ 10% is the entry of the names of the Jury impanelled 
&c, and note of the verdicts brought in by them. On 10* the Orders 
made are noted, and continued to 13** as in A' from 12** to i6*.

A warrant against the late H. C. of Pickering-lith etc, to shew cause 
why he does not accompt etc. ; a dispute between parties belonging to 
Sleights referred to the arbitration of Sir John Hotham and Sir Hugh 
Cholmley ; Tho. Turner of Skewsby, jun'., committed to York Castle 
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for not finding sureties for his good behaviour, hee beinge justlie 
accused of diverse heynous and greiveous misdemeanours, and also 
vehementlie suspected to be a common stealer of connyes, but was

to pay a moiety of a fine of 20s. imposed by the clerk of the market, 
and 48s. for watching in the tyme of the infection, already disbursed 
by the inhab**. of Buttercrambe, &c. [See above p. 99], now, for as much 
as the said inhab**. of Bossall and Barmby petition the Court jileading 
ignorance of the said Order, neither that they are above a full third 
part of the said Constablerie, and that they are unfairly charged, and 
the ass", wrongly made, without their knowledge, by the inhab*". of 
Buttercrambe, and not informed as to their disbursements, the Court, 
inasmuch as Buttercrambe had no notice of the Bossall and Barmby

Bramby of Thirske, appointed Surv'. of Thirsk stone-bridge, having 
disbursed ^£4, 10 more than the sum ordered to be estreated, to have 
the said sum repaid to him ; formal Order touching the unrepaired 
highway between Dighton and Allerton (See above, p. loi); a man having 
brewed without license since last Sessions to pay 20s. to the poor, or 
be whipped according to the law &c ; the case of the Brettanby man 
presented for non-payment of his ass**. (See above, p. in) under advice 
from his learned Counsell doth not only consent to pay all demands 
but requests the Court to depute two Justices (named) to settle the 
future ass**., and to make a fynall Order &c. ; the inhab**. of Aslaby, 
standing presented for not repairing the highway between Aslaby and 
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Bnghouse wath, unless the said way is duly repaired and certified by a 
neighbouring J.P., to be fined ^^lo.

Pickering was one of 
the eighty Honours in the realm of England. An Honour is defined as consisting 
of lands, liberties and franchises, and as the most noble of seignories. One or 
more manors may be parcel of an Honour, and a forest may be appendant to it. It 
must be originally created by the King and must be holden of the King only, and 
not of a subject, although granted by the King to a subject, and it may be claimed 
by grant or by prescription. 

t This is so written : but it is open to question if correctly— common soldiers is 
the probable emendation, whose wages are mentioned in the next entry. It may be 
well here to direct attention to this entry with the several others like to it, both pre- 
ceding and succeeding, as strongly symptomatic of the state of public feeling now 
prevailing. It cannot be doubted, with this repetition of charges against men for 
withholding payments connected with the King's service in the various wa3rs specified 
— the Kinge*s carriages, training the soldiers, paying the soldiers, buying armour, 
powder, match, and the like — what was the feeling that underlay and prompted this 
mode of ** recusancy. " The first tremors of the great coming convulsion were much 
more than generally beginning to be felt, and there was no misunderstanding what 
was the significance of them.

Three men who were summoned as Jurors to this Session, on show- 
ing they gave their service at the Sessions holden for the Liberty of Sl 
Peter at York, are excused ; a former Order confirmed and a warrant 
&c. ordered ; [92^] a Halikeld H. C. discharged, and another ap- 
pointed in his place ; a warrant &c. against the Yarm men, and another 
charged at the last Helmesley Sessions with riott and reskewe, &c [See 
above, p. 115] ; the men charged with non-payment of ass**, on their 
land at Risebargh, to be dealt with in the same way [See above, p. 120] ; 
[83.] the case of the Brotton men indicted for non-payment of their 
ass**, respited till next Sessions, since the Brotton inhab**. were not 
ready to meet the Traverse put in ; Composition with the Purveyor 
amounts to ^^237.

In his original Report touching " the manuscripts of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and Justices of the Peace of the North Riding of Yorkshire, 
lying at this (The Clerk of the Peace's) Office," Mr. J. Cordy Jeaffreson 
mentions an accumulation of Rolls, the first of which he describes in 
the following terms : — " 30 Henry VIII. to 5 William and Mary. A 
single large roll of Enrolments of Deeds, dated in or between the 
30th year of Henry the Eighth and the 5th year of William and Mary 
(each enrolment being on a separate skin). After a hiatus of twenty- 
nine years, this collection of enrolments is followed etc" 

It is thought better to give copy in extenso of the first of these rolls, 
so far, that is, as it can be made out ; for in places the writing is rubbed 
or the parchment creased and wrinkled, and at the foot of the deed 
three lines, and the subscription, are imperfect, owing to the removal 
by some means of an irregularly triangular piece of the parchment 
itself.

The Cowgates in question of course imply the right of pasturing 
the specified number of cows, and any encroachment — technically "surcharging the 
common pasture " — would be visited by the infliction of the penalty, the pana posita 
under the byrlaw system then obtaining throughout much or most of this part of the 
N. Riding. 

f What the foot of meadow may be is not quite certain. The probability is that 
the fifteen foot represents some definite proportion of the perticata or perch, which 
varied in diflferent localities, being 18 feet in some places and 20 in others. The 
perticata of Pickering- and Ebberstone lies in the Pickering-lyth division — moreover 
is mentioned in the Whitby Chartulary as a specific measure in that district. If it 
were 20 feet in length, then 15 feet would be three-fourths of the unit, and 10 feet the 
half, and the meaning in the text would be a strip of the meadow in either wandale 
reaching the whole length of the same, and of the widths severally specified. 

X The word is also spelt wafidles in other parts of the deed, and aflfords another 
instance of the frequent occurrence of the term in North Yorkshire. I tajce the 
vandela or wandale to be a single division, share or deal, daU^ dcU, of the large open 
arable field of a townrhip— the portion of land between two balks^ from A. S, wang^ 
afield, and dd/j a share or "deal." It may be here noted that in a thirteenth- 
century document dealing with lands at Snainton, in the Ebberston district, I find a 
wandale, certain selions of land, and two dales {dailas) of meadow dealt with. 
These dales of meadow may well be analogous to the two allotments in this deed of 
15 foote of meadow, and lo foote, respectively [See the article on " Wandale ** in the 
Antiquary of March 1886] . 

§ Mr. Seebohm writes — "Where the strips into which the common field is divided 
meet others, or almt upon a boundary at right angles, they are sometimes called 
* buts.* " I do not think this is quite correct — certainly not in all cases. I am con- 
versant with different cases in this district in which the " butts " are short pieces cut 
off from the longer strips by some means, such as the course of a road, way, or 
track. Thus, in one special instance in Liverton, a certain enclosure now-a-days is 
called Longlands : just across a roadway a short bit of irregular shape, but a con- 
tinuation of the piece of land called Longlands, is Longlands-butts. And probably 
the name of this special piece of land — Carrfor Landes — indicates the means by 
which the butts in question were created — viz. the one of the two roadways which 
crossed to make the Carrefour.

Henry Cholmeley of the text, who married Marg*. dau*'. of Sir Will. Babthorp, 
having a large family by her — three sons and nine daughters. 

• Richard, the eldest son, bora in the year 1580 (Charlton, 304). married Susanna 
(Susan in the text) dau". of John Legard of Ganton, Esq., by whom he became 
father of the Sir Hugh Cholmeley famous for his defence of Scarborough Castle. 
It will be observed that not only are both father and son distinguished as knights, 
but that the son is described as of Whitby, and the father of Roxby. As to the 
latter point, it was not till the death of his brother Francis, son of his &ther*s first 
wife, that he became possessed of Whitby, when he came to reside there with his 
mother. On her death he removed to Roxby (near Pickering). Sir Richard is said 
to have taken up his abode at Whitby in or about 1608. As to the fact that both 
father and son were knights, it appears that they were both knighted by James in the 
same year, 1603,— Sir Henry at York on April 17, in company with Sir Chr. Hild- 
yard, Sir Henry Bellasis, Sir Tho. Fairfax, Sir Rich. Gargrave, and others not men- 
tioned in these Records of the N. Riding. Sir Richard was knighted at Windsor on 
July 9ih {Book of Knights, by Walter C. Metcalfe, p. 143). Charlton says he was 
*' knighted by King James at his first coming into England, A^ 1603, at a place called 
Grafton in Northamptonshire, where he, and after him Sir Tho. Bellasis, with twenty- 
one more young gentlemen of quality, were presented to the King by Geo. Lord 
Clifford, Earl of Cumberland, who then had the honour to entertain his Majesty. 
After the performing of this ceremony, they all joined the King's retinue and 
attended his Majesty up to London." No doubt, however, ** the ceremony " must have 
been ** performed" after the arrival in London, and that Cholmeley, Bellasis and the 
rest bad been merely presented to the King at Grafton. It appears that in all twenty- 
iive gentlemen besides the two named were knighted on the same occasion. Mr. Metcalfe 
quotes Cott. MSS., Claudius, iii., fol. 239-264, as his authority, and adds that he 
has collated the same with John Philipot's ''Perfect Collection or Catalogue of all 
Knights Batchelaurs made by King James since his comming to the Crown of England, 
&c." As to the names Cockerill and Elrington, associated with that of Cholmeley 
in this document, it may be remarked that they are both of familiar occurrence in 
connection with the district specified. In a very late entry in the Abbot's Book, which 
I assign to the very end of the sixteenth century, if it belongs to that century at all, 
Tho. Cockrill b mentioned as Baliff to the Abbot, and *' the Conieres, the Strang- 
wayes, and the Eldringtones " (with an Allettson) are named as coming to do the 
Uorngarth service. In all no less than ten persons named Cockerill are mentioned 
in the Ministers' Account of lands in Eskdaleside and the vicinity.

* Yarm was granted to Rob. de Brus either very late in the Conqueror's reign or 
very early in his successor's — probably the latter. When Peter de Brus, the third (and 
last) of the name, died without issue in 127 1, Yarm was part of his sister Lucia's por- 
tion, and through her came to her husband, Marm. de Thweng. From the Thwengs 
it descended before long into the Meinell family (of Whorlton) and to the D'Arcys, 
The last male heir of this family left two daughters, the secon'5 of whom, ** Margaret, 
had Yarm, at the partition, and so conveyed it to her husband, John Conyers. It 
continued in the possession of this family for several generations, till 3 and 4 of 
Philip and Mary, when John, Lord Conyers, dying without male issue, his three 
daughters became his heirs.

And here 
the further fact, that the name Grange indicates an area of considerable extent, that 
is, something utterly distinct from a farming establishment, monastic or other, comes 
in to confirm the above conclusion. Now, it will be observed that in the present 
document the word or name Grain is met with once and again, and in such a way as to 
prove that the area designated by the occurrence of that name was also a very consider- 
able one, for there were several Grains. When one remembers what the North-country 
'WOT^ grain implies, as in the grains of a fork, the grains of a tree, or in the O. N. hafs 
grein^ an arm of the sea, there is no difficulty in conceiving its application to the 
branchings of a stream, or of the valley which supplies the bed of such stream, and 
thus Grains Head becomes something more than merely intelligible in lieu of the 
utter absurdity which such a name as Grange Head suggests.

The swcUke-bauk really, where the field admits of the mowers 
going steadily from one end to the other, reaches from end to end of the field, and as 
a matter of fact defines the width which is covered by the scythe of any, or each, of 
the mowers. The svoaitke of the text is, no doubt, a longitudinal division of the 
meadow measured according to the average width covered by one sweep of the 
scythe. A good mower, with the long scythe-blades now in use, can cover nearly 
six feet without leaving very noticeable swaike-bauks. Were we to assign five feet as 
the more probable sweep-width 240 years ago, and to bear in mind the while, 
that the Pickering perticata measured 20 feet, our conclusion would be that four 
swaithes of meadow-ground were just included in it.

In local or careless pronunciation this becomes Fricklin. As a case in point, several 
of the Editor's children, in their early years, when trying, as well as intending, to 
say signal^ could get no nearer the wished-for sound than siglan^ and in the entire 
district the transposition of the semivowel and its connected vowel is of continual 
occurrence (See Dorze^ Dozzily in the CUveL Glossary), From Fricklin the change

* Without any intention of dogmatising about the origin or meaning of this name, 
it is quite safe to assert that it has, and can have, no connection with our Engl. 
whisper. It may be worth remarking, moreover, that the place now known as

Wytspotdale, WitspotdaU^ and WhispoidaU, The latter form is from the British

That a woman hired by a Butterwicke master be settled there, as 
she has obtained no settlement since elsewhere ; a L. S. who has had 
three Orders made in his favour to the amount of j£$, to have twenty 
nobles and never hereafter trouble the Court ; reference to the Order 
at Thirske Sessions, April 1640, for j£^o for Whitby Bridge, and com- 
plaint made by one of the Surv". nominated at the same time that the 
H. C of Richmond, Langbargh, Bulmer, and Birdforth are behind 
with their proportions, for want whereof the said bridge is not re- 
paired as intended by the Court, [219.] the defaulters all to pay up 
forthwith, or be fined ^^5 each ; whereas Tho. Bernard of Whitby 
hath on oath exhibited articles to this Court against one David Watson 
of the same place, that he with one Myles Cussan, about Bartholomew 
day, with a shipp loaden att the bridge at Whitby, then in repaireinge

Their ad- 
vanced guard was checked by a detachment from lierwick, but only for a moment : 
a reinforcement, and the Berwick detachment retreated with some loss. On the 27th 
they encamped at Newboume upon the T3me, within four miles of Newcastle. .... 
Meanwhile the English were encamped in a defensive position, with artillery and 

breastworks, on each side of the Tyne Lesley requested permission to cross 

the Tyne, which was of course refused, and he ordered his artillery to play from an 
eminence upon the works of the English, and upon the cavalry which was exposed 
on a plain.

An army was already 
in course of being mustered at York, and a Parliament was summoned to meet there 
on December the 14th, or only a month before the date of the present Sessions.

True there is 
bajctr-logmddhr^ a town-justice, as there is bajar-presir, a town-priest, and other like 
compounds ; but no bajar-log, nor do I feel certain that the word exists For my 
OMrn part, though it may be presumptuous to question such an authority as Prof. 
Skeat unquestionably is, I should prefer the derivation suggested by the admitted 
ancient form burlaw or birlaw, bireUgia, I find this last form in a document con- 
nected with Fumess Abbey as early as 1277. The document in question is a 
formal agreement between William FitzMichael de Foumes and Abbot William 
de Middleton, and towards the end it provides that in case of the cattle of either 
party straying into the territory of the other, amends shall be made according to 
Birelaw without going to law (secundum Birelegia absque placito). It is simply the 
law of the neighbours, or those dwelling in the place, as far as I can see. The 
Burlaw-court can hardly be said to be extinct even yet. Wherever there is a Court 
Leet the machinery of the Burlaw-court exists still ; and in divers instances within my 
own knowledge, the enacting of burlaws or bylaws has continued down to a com- 
paratively recent period. The whole subject requires to be carefully worked out. 
Much has been done already, so to speak, parcel-wise ; but a systematic investigation 
of the subject as a whole still remains to be made. I think it may be advanced as 
likely that the burlaw-men were appointed or continued in office at the general court 
consisting of all who *' possessed a freedom " — rather a vague expression, by the 
way — and that this *' freedom" was one which was not too narrowly or exclusively 
defined. In one case I find " grassmen " as well as '* husbandmen," or the occupiers 
of two oxgangs, besides those in higher grades still, exercising their franchise. But 
whether the burlaw-men (or grieves, for they had different designations even in the 
same manor) were chosen or continued year by year, afierators were undoubtedly 
appointed at each principal annual Court, to say nothing of other officers ; and I 
believe the "Jury," which still subsists and acts in some manors, is the representative 
of the collective body of the burkw-men of elder days. That towns did make their 
by-laws proper there is no dispute, and the prefix there, I think, is the same word as 
the suffix in place-names ending in -by. But it is quite possible, notwithstanding 
that, that birelaw or burknv not only -represents the old spelling, but reproduces also 
the old and true form of the word.

• It may be not without utility to recall the events which had transpired a little 
before the present date, and were still transpiring. On Jan^. 4, 164), the King had 
gone to the House of Commons to seize the five members ; on the loth the King 
withdrew from Whitehall. The Queen sailed from Dover with the Crown Jewels to 
buy munitions of war, and both sides prepared for the coming struggle. "The great 
point," says Green, '* was to procure armed support from the nation at large, and 
here both sides were in a difficulty." The King, in himself, had no power to call on 
his subjects to bear arms in such a case as the present, and the Parliament without 
the King were equally powerless. Both parties broke through constitutional pre- 
cedent, the Parliament by appointing Lord Lieutenants of the Militia by Ordinance 
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Whereas att the last Qu. Sessions of the Peace holden by adjoraa- 
ment att Bedall the 15th day of Julie 1642, It was then Ordered that 
the next Sessions shold be holden for this N. R. at Thirske the fouerth 
day of October then folio winge : But forasmuch as the said N. R.

of the two Houses, the King by levying forces by Royal Commissions of Array. At 
the end of April Charles suddenly appeared before Hull, the magazine of the North, 
and demanded admission. The Governor, Sir John Hotham, refused it, and the 
Parliament justified his acL Nearly one hundred members of the two Houses— with 
Falkland, Hyde, and Colcpepper— joined the King at York, and the Keeper of the 
Great Seal followed. A great meeting of the Yorkshire freeholders, convened by 
Charles on Heyworth Moor, prayed him by petition to be reconciled to Parliament. 
Soon, however, negotiations were broken ofl. Lord Essex was named Commander 
of a Parliamentarian Army of 20,000 men and 4,000 horse. The King raised his 
standard at Nottingham on August 23, and Essex mustered his army at Northamp- 
ton. Catholics and Royalists rallied fast round Charles, and on Oct'. 24th, some- 
what unexpectedly, the battle of Edge Hill was fought. The war, on the whole, 
went well for the King through the winter. The fortification of Oxford gave him a 
firm hold on the midland counties, while the balance of the two parties in the North 
was overthrown by the march of the Earl of Newcastle, with the force he had raised 
in Northumberland, upon York. Lord Fairfax, the Parliamentary leader in that 
county, was thrown back on the manufacturing towns of the West Riding, etc. 
{'S^^ Shin-t History of the English People^ pp. 529-531). In July 1643 Hampden 
fell, in August Gloucester was relieved, etc.

presumption is that no Quarter Sessions — owing, of course, to the ** troblesome 
times " once and again referred to in the late ** Minutes and Orders " — has been held. 

But such presumption will, from different notices in the Minutes of the Sessions 
that follow, be found to be misleading. It is quite evident from these entries that 
some meetings of Justices took place, more or less official in their nature, and that 
besides there was what is called **a Standing Committee," who would appear to 
have been invested with at least a portion of the functions discharged by the Jfustices 
in Quarter Sessions assembled. So much at least is true, whatever may be the 
amount of uncertainty involving the general subject, and rendering any positive con- 
clusions altogether imprudent.

Charlton, the Whitby historian, 
whose book was published in 1779, or only 133 years after the date of the present 
Order, was so completely at sea as to the site of Soureby that he identified it with 
Sneaton Thorpe, a place on the other (southern) side of the Esk, and at least three 
miles away from the real site of the true Soureby. It remained for the Editor, in a

Shawe, late Master of the Ho. of Con*, at Rich- 
mond, for arrears of salary due to him in that capacity — Ordered that 
any money in the hands of the H. C'. collected for that purpose be 
forthwith paid over to him. [A very long list of H. C'. acting during 
the time the said Shawe was Master is here given.] 

[64.] Whereas this Court understands that great confusion and in- 
convenience is arisen and likely to encrease in the country by reason of 
the mistakeinge or abuse in misapplyeinge of certaine Orders lately 
made for the alteration of the ancient rates in diverse townships b this 
Riding, contrary to the true intent and meaneinge of those by whome 
the said Orders were made, the which though they were made by 
authority derived from those who have been intrusted for raiseinge of
